A Young’s Bungalow is not of the usual jx)rtablc 
type. It is a complete substantial building, built by 
a trained crew. There are no cracks or seams and 
none of the tell-tale marks which betray the portable 
type. 

Our price includes delivery and constructing on 
your lot within 25 miles of Randolph. If your lot 
is at a greater distance, a small mileage charge will 
be necessary. 

The materials that go into Young’s Bungalows are 
the best that can be had. For the frame, we use 
clear strong timber planed on all four sides to give 
a neat appearance. For siding we use knot-tree nov- 
elty fir, perfectly matched, and measuring full 1 x b 
inches, allowing for planing and matching. For the 
roof we use clear matched kiln-dried lumber cov- 
ered with the highest grade of asphalt shingles. For 
the floors, 1 x 4 inch V. G. fir, hemlock or hard pine. 
For foundation, cedar posts. 

I’he millwork is all high-grade, made from selec- 
ted materials and carefully finished. 

All inside finish and casings on our Bungalows 
are good quality kiln-dried dumber. Partitions are 
1x6 inch clqar fir sheathing, center beade^d two sides 
and matched.* Outside trim, white pine. 

The windows are of the usual two sash type with 
six lights above and a single large light below. 

The hardware is substantial and attractive with 
good strong springs in the locks. 

As all woodwork has been thoroughly kiln-dried, 
the bungalow is ready for painting when erected. 
When desired, we will quote you on the painting job.
